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WASHINGTON INVESTIGATIONS 
The D ep artm ent of Justice and congressional 
committees are busy investigating various angles 
of governm ental business toward the end of un­ 
covering irregularities and graft. 
In the sp otlight for the p ast several days is the 
letting of air mail subsidies and war dep artm ent 
aircraft contracts. Huge p rofits are alleged to 
have been netted by the aircraft m anufacturers 
and p ersonal gain to various individuals through 
the letting of air m ail agreements. 
Sup p osed irregularities have just been brought 
to the attention of W ashington concerning the 
p urchase of motor truck s for the army. Certain 
individuals p urp orted to have influence in aw ard­ 
ing the contracts and attem p ted to sell it to one 
comp any which p romp tly rep orted the fact to 
federal authorities. They also were alleged 
lo 
claim tha t they had advance inform ation as to 
sp ecifications of the truck s to be p urchased. 
O ther angles of the inquiry deal with those 
who cap italize on sup p osed p olitical p ull in a 
general m anner. These p ersons charge clients 
enormous fees on the basis of the influence that 
they claim to have through some obscure source. 
It is hard to determ ine just how m uch truth 
there is in the various accusations and indica­ 
tions from circum stantial evidence, but certain­ 
ly there m ust be some lire where there is so 
much smok e. Final judgm ent should be w ith­ 
held by the country at large until all the facts 
are k nown and the defendants incrim inated 
01 
ex onerated. 
If it is p roven beyond reasonable doubt there 
has been, and is, graft and irregularities in gov­ 
ernm ental business, all of those guilty should 
be quick ly and severely p unished. It would serve 
as an ex cellent ex amp le to others and help elim ­ 
inate such dep lorable abuse of trust of office 
in every dep artm ent through fear of lik e fate.
